Her parentage was not the 
best, as her father and mother ware not 

married. Rome time last fall she came 
to this city as agent for an attachment to 
a sewing machine, and for a nambar of 
other Hrticlpi. Three weeks airo she gave 
birlti to a baby — agirl — at the house where 
she was stopping on West Third street. 
She ohsrges a man named J. O. Nmith 
With beinif the father of herchild. Smith 
is Sgeut for sewing machines and the 
couple have known each other for four or 
five years. One day last week be wrote 
her a letter to meet liim at Lewisbarg.

After tnlking the matter over, 
he finally consented to take the child, 
saying he was not able to ke>>p both of 
tliem. Mhe got out of the buggy again a 
short distance tbis side of Flemlngsbarg, 
an<i Smith, arcordinit to her atf ry, look 
the child and drove ofi* in another direc- 
tion. She spent Sunday night at the 
hotel in that plane and ratamed hare 
Monday night, 

Tbe above is the sum and substance 
of the story she tells. The authorities 
are disposed to doubt its truth. She was 
seen with the child, wa are infonned, 
Sunday evening late near wbere its dead 
body was afterwarda found. She exhib- 
ited no sign of sorrow at tbe news and 
talked over tbe matter in a very cool 
manner.
